Belfast. When they arrived in Bel- 
fast the horses were tuken from the 
carriages sand the carriages were 
pulled to the steamer by the populace. 
Again a ‘Protestant parliament of 
Grattan (inside Which no Catholic 
could eit), in 1793 passed the first 
sreat emancipation act, which struck 
the first fetters from the limbs of 
the Irish Catholics and also gave them 
the franchise.
